Triple bombing kill 32 
ahead of Iraqi vote

BAGHDAD (AP) — Suicide 
bombers struck in quick 
succession Wednesday in a 
former insurgent stronghold 
northeast of Baghdad, killing 
at least 32 people just days 
before a crucial election that 
will determine who will govern 
the country as American forces 
depart. The blasts in Baqouba 
— including one by a bomber 
who rode in an ambulance to 
a hospital and blew himself 
up there — were the deadliest 
in more than a month and 
illustrated the challenges facing 
Iraqi forces trying to prove they 
can secure the country after the 
full withdrawal of U.S. forces 
by the end of next year.

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Huge wave 
kills 2 on 
cruise ship in 
Mediterranean 


BARCELONA, Spain (AP) 
— A 26-foot wave smashed 
into a cruise ship carrying 
nearly 2,000 people in the 
Mediterranean on Wednesday, 
smashing glass windshields 
and killing two passengers, 
according to officials and 
news reports. 

Another six people suffered 
light injuries, the Greek coast 
guard said in a statement. The 
victims were identified as a 
German and an Italian man. 
The ship asked for permission 
to dock in Barcelona and 
arrived at the Spanish port 
shortly after 9 p.m., the 
Spanish news agency Europa 
Press said. 

There, four ambulances were 
waiting to take the bodies and 
the injured to a hospital in the 
city, the agency said. 

No further details on the dead or 
the injured were immediately 
available. Spanish reports 
said the injured included a 62- 
year-old woman who broke 
both of her legs.

Facing ethics probes, Rangel drops tax leadership

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
powerful head of the tax¬ 
writing committee in the U.S. 
House of Representatives 
announced Wednesday he 
will temporarily step down as 
chairman, saying he did not 
want his ethics controversy 
to jeopardize November 


election prospects for fellow 
Democrats. 

The decision by Rep. 
Charles Rangel was another 
jarring setback for President 
Barack Obama and majority 
Democrats in Congress, 
coming at a time when the 
party is scrambling to save 
sweeping health care overhaul 
legislation that has been 


pending in Congress for well 
over a year and still assessing a 
surging anti-incumbent fervor 
among the voters. 

Democratic incumbents 
facing tough election races in 
November do not want to fend 
off a Republican campaign 
focusing on Rangel’s ethical 
cloud, especially after the 
leader of the House, Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi, a Democrat, 
had promised to drain the 
swamp of ethical problems 
that plagued Republicans 
when they ran the House. 
Republicans had been calling 
for Rangel to step aside since 
last year, when the House 
ethics panel expanded its 
investigation into his trips, 
assets and income, use of rent- 
controlled apartments in New 
York and his solicitation of 
contributions for university 
center to be named after him. 
After the panel released its 
findings last Friday on the 
Caribbean trips, Rangel started 
losing support among rank- 
and-file Democrats as well. 


Rangel held a news 
conference on short notice, 
telling reporters, that “in 
order to avoid my colleagues 
having to defend me during 
their elections, he has asked 
Pelosi, “to grant me a leave 
of absence” until the ethics 
committee completes its 
work. 

Rangel’s return is far from 
assured with the House ethics 
committee still investigating 
serious allegations of 
wrongdoing. 

Pelosi issued a statement 
Wednesday acknowledging 
Rangel’s request for a leave. 
“I commend Chairman Rangel 
for his decades of leadership 
on jobs, health care, and the 
most significant economic 
issues of the day,” she said. 
His departure from the Ways 
and Means chairmanship raised 
questions about succession. 
Rep. Fortney “Pete” Stark, 
the most senior Democrat on 
committee, will serve as acting 
chairman. 

Rangel, 79, who represents 


New York’s Harlem district, 
was first elected to the House 
in 1970 and is tied for fourth 
in congressional seniority. 

The congressman made only 
a brief statement, telling 
reporters, “If you don’t mind, 
I don’t take questions.” 
But he did say that had told 
Pelosi “from the very, very 
beginning” that he was 
willing to step aside, at least 
temporarily. 

Rangel, who met privately 
Tuesday with Pelosi, is 
accused by the House ethics 
panel of violating gift rules. 
Party members want an 
untainted leader to be their 
chief negotiator in deciding 
the fate of billions of dollars 
in expiring tax breaks at year’s 
end, including popular income 
tax deductions for sales and 
property taxes. 

The ethics committee said 
Rangel violated standards of 
conduct by accepting 2007 
and 2008 trips to Caribbean 
conferences that were financed 
by corporations. Q

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— The leaders of a new 
Pentagon study promised 
Congress on Wednesday 
an honest assessment on 
whether allowing gays to 
serve openly in the military 
might cause troops to lose 
their edge in battle. 

“Military readiness and 
effectiveness must retain 
primacy here,” said Gen. 
Carter Ham, head of U.S. 
Army Forces Europe and a 


co-leader of the study. 

“That is what you expect 
of us, that’s what the nation 
expects of us,” Ham told a 
House panel. 

Wednesday’s hearing was the 
opening salvo in a yearlong 
debate at the Pentagon and 
in Congress on whether and 
how the nation should repeal 
the 17-year-old law that 
bans service members from 
acknowledging they are gay 
or engaging in homosexual 
behavior. 

Democrats praised the 


initiative but said they will 
not wait for the results, which 
are due Dec. 1. More than a 
dozen senators introduced 
legislation on Wednesday 
that would repeal the law 
and prohibit discrimination 
against service members 
on the basis of sexual 
orientation. 

“They’re ready for it, and 
we’re ready for it,” said 
Minnesota Democratic Sen. 
A1 Franken. 

Rep. Susan Davis, one of 


189 co-sponsors of House 
legislation to repeal the 
ban, said she is confident 
the Pentagon review will 
conclude that changes to the 
law are necessary. 

“I would ask those who 
oppose repeal to join us on 
the right side of history,” said 
Davis, who chairs the House 
Armed Services personnel 
subcommittee. 

President Barack Obama has 
vowed to end the policy, but 
needs Congress’blessing and 
faces resistance from some 
influential military leaders 
who say a repeal could hurt 
morale and impact a unit’s 
effectiveness. 

Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates has said that changes 
to the policy are probably 
inevitable and that the 
military should chart a way 
forward that minimizes the 
impact on troops. 


Last month, Gates 
recommended a sweeping 
internal study to be led by 
Ham and Pentagon General 
Legal Counsel Jeh Charles 
Johnson. 

Johnson and Ham said they 
planned to reach out to 
solicit opinions. 

“We’re asked working group 
members to set aside their 
personal opinions regarding 
repeal or not repeal and to 
go about their work in an 
objective comprehensive 
fashion,” Johnson said. 
Johnson said he expects 
the review will consider all 
aspects of the military legal 
code related to “don’t ask, 
don’t tell,” including rules 
on sodomy and oral sex. 

The Uniform Code of 
Military Justice prohibits 
sodomy and oral sex, even 
among consenting adults 
and married couples.Q

Obama makes final push far health care reform

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Barack Obama on 
Wednesday made what is 
expected to be his final push to 
overhaul the U.S. health care 
system, revising his plans in 
an attempt to win the support 
of moderate Democrats. 
Obama’s latest proposal 
included some ideas favored 
by Republicans, though he 
has little hope of winning 
over even a single Republican 
lawmaker. Republicans have 
called on him to discard his 
proposals and start working 
with them on a new one. 

But the White House hopes 
that by including elements 
of Republican plans, Obama 
can win over Democratic 
lawmakers from conservative 
districts whose re-election 
hopes in November could 
be jeopardized by voting for 
the bill. If he can generate 
stronger Democratic support, 
congressional leaders can use 
parliamentary maneuvers to 
bypass Republican objections. 
“I don’t see how another 
year of negotiations would 
help. Moreover, the insurance 
companies aren’t starting 
over,” Obama said, rejecting 
Republican calls to begin 
anew. “For us to start over now 
could simply lead to delay that 
could last for another decade 
or more.” 

Obama’s appeal came several 
days after he convened a 
televised bipartisan summit 
with lawmakers, then 
released a revised plan that 


he said incorporated several 
Republican suggestions. 

At its core, Obama’s proposal 
would extend health care to 
tens of millions of uninsured 
Americans, while cracking 
down on insurance company 
practices such as denying 
coverage on the basis of a pre¬ 
existing medical condition. 
The United States is the only 
major industrialized country 
without universal health care. 
The health care legislation 
that appeared on the cusp of 
passage late last year, only to 
be derailed when Republicans 
won a Massachusetts Senate 
seat that gave them the ability 
to stop it. 

The president endorsed a plan 
by Democrats to try to enact 
the legislation by a simple 
majority vote — using a 
Senate procedure that would 
deny Republicans the right 
to delaying tactics, known 
as filibusters, meant to stall 
legislation. Democrats still 
hold a majority in the 100-seat 
Senate, but they are now one 
seat shy of the 60 needed to 
stop filibusters. 

Senate Republican leader 
Mitch McConnell that a 
decision by Democrats to 
invoke the simple majority 
rules would be “met with 
outrage” by voters, and he 
said Obama was pushing a 
sweeping bill that the public 
doesn’t want. 

“They’ve had enough of this 
yearlong effort to get a win for 
the Democratic Party at any 


price to the American people,” 
McConnell said on the Senate 
floor. 

The Democrats’ strategy 
includes several steps. The 
House would be required to 
pass the legislation the Senate 
passed late last year, and then 
both houses would be called 
on to enact a companion bill 
making changes in the first 
one. 

Obama has already made the 


basics of his plan clear. He 
would extend health coverage 
to about 30 million uninsured 
Americans, leash the insurance 
industry by banning practices 
like denying coverage for the 
ill, expand drug benefits for the 
elderly and give lower-income 
people subsidies to help them 
afford coverage. It would 
be paid for by raising taxes 
on upper-income Americans 
and culling savings from a 


government health care plan 
for the elderly. 

Obama rejected calls for more 
debate, saying lawmakers 
need to take action. 
“Everything there is to say 
about health care has been 
said, and just about everyone 
has said it,” Obama said as 
murmurs of laughter swept 
through his receptive audience 
of invited guests in the White 
House. □ 


Senate rejects SS bonus nayment

WASHINGTON - The Senate on Wednesday 

rejected a proposal by President Barack 

Obama to give people on Social Security a 

$250 bonus check. 

Republicans and Democratic deficit hawks 
combined to reject the idea by a 50-47 vote. 
The plan, offered in the Senate by Bernie 
Sanders, I-Vt., would have added $14 billion 
to the out-of-control budget deficit. 

The vote came as the Senate debated a $100 
billion-plus measure to extend unemployment 
assistance, revive a bevy of popular but expired 
tax breaks, help states with soaring Medicaid 
costs and prevent doctors from having to 
absorb big cuts in Medicare payments. 

The costly measure follows passage Tuesday 
of a stopgap $10 billion measure to fund 
several of the same programs through the end 
of the month. 

The daunting price tag on the measure 
guarantees more complications and an 
even rougher path through the Senate than 
experienced by the bill passed Tuesday. 

The full-year measure blends $66 billion for 
unemployment benefits for people who have 
been out of work longer than 26 weeks with $29 
billion for Medicaid help to state governments 
and health insurance subsidies for the jobless. 
There’s also $26 billion for expiring tax breaks 
such as an income tax deduction for sales and 
property taxes and a business tax credit for 
research and development. 

The measure closes $29 billion worth of tax 
loopholes to help defray its cost, including one 
enjoyed by paper companies that get a credit 
from burning a pulp-making byproduct known 
as “black liquor,” as if it were an alternative 
fuel. 

All told, the measure would add $ 107 billion to 
the deficit over the coming decade. Democrats 
have labeled most of the bill an emergency 
measure, exempting it from stricter budget 


rules enacted just last month. 

Also Wednesday, the Senate rejected a 
procedural manuever by freshman Sen. 
George Lemieux, R-Fla., that sought to force 
the entire bill to be paid for in subsequent 
legislation so as not to add to the deficit. 
“What a commonsense idea to bring to 
Washington and the United States Congress 
— that we pay for the programs that we 
spend,” Lemieux said. 

But powerful Finance Committee Chairman 
Max Baucus countered that Lemieux’s move 
would actually have killed the measure and 
every Democrat, along with Maine GOP Sen. 
Susan Collins voted to keep the measure on 
track on a 60-37 vote that just barely reached 
the supermajority threshhold needed under 
Senate rules. 

Although the government faces a projected 
record $1.6 trillion deficit for the current budget 
year, many senators have an appetite for more 
spending. In addition to the Social Security 
proposal, Sen. Patty Murray, D-Wash., wants 
$1.5 billion for “youth activities,” including 
summer jobs. 

Sanders said the $250 Social Security payment 
was needed to make up for the lack of a cost- 
of-living adjustment this year for beneficiaries. 
Disabled people and veterans also would have 
been eligible for the payments. 

Seniors received an identical $250 bonus last 
year as part of the economic stimulus bill. 

But economists say the payments don’t do 
much to boost the economy since many seniors 
simply save the money rather than spend it. 
The stopgap bill that passed Tuesday had been 
held up for days by GOP Sen. Jim Bunning 
of Kentucky, causing the government to 
furlough highway workers and allowing some 
unemployment benefits to expire. 

But his move sparked a political tempest that 
subjected Republicans to withering media 
coverage and cost the party politically, and 
Bunning ultimately relented. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Captain 
Chesley “Sully” SuHenberger, 
who was hailed a hero after 
piloting the US Airways flight 
that landed on the Hudson 
River in January of last year, 
is retiring. 

SuHenberger will fly his final 
flight Wednesday afternoon 
with his co-pilot during the 
Hudson landing, First Officer 
Jeff Skiles. SuHenberger will 
end his 30-year career when 
he lands at his home base at 
Charlotte (North Carolina) 
Douglas International Airport. 
He will officially retire at a 
private ceremony there with 
fellow pilots and other US 
Airways employees. 

“Thirty years ago last 
Thursday, I began my airline 
career. I have been fortunate 
to have followed my passion 
for most of my life, working 
in a profession I dearly love, 
side by side with thousands 
of wonderful colleagues, 
including the man flying 
my final flight with me, Jeff 
Skiles,” SuHenberger said in a 
statement. 

“Each generation of pilots 
hopes that they will leave

No group immediately claimed 
responsibility forthe bombings 
but they bore the hallmark of 
al-Qaida in Iraq, which has 
promised to violently disrupt 
Sunday’s parliamentary vote 
and warned Sunnis not to 
participate in the balloting. 
Iraqi authorities vowed not 


to let the insurgents derail the 
democratic process. 

“These attacks aim to terrify 
people from going to polling 
stations,” said Fakhri al- 
Obaidi, spokesman of the 
Diyala provincial council in 
Baqouba. “But I am sure that 
people will insist on voting.” 
In Washington, Pentagon 
spokesman Geoff Morrell 


denounced the bombings but 
said they would not succeed 
in disrupting the election, 
“nor do we anticipate that it 
will derail our responsible 
drawdown of forces in Iraq” 
to 50,000 troops by Sept. 1. 
The violence began about 
9 a.m. with a suicide car 
bomb that targeted a local 
government housing office 
near an Iraqi army facility, 
police spokesman Capt. 
Ghalib al-Karkhi said. 

Within minutes, a second 
suicide car bomb exploded 
200 yards down the street near 
the provincial government 
headquarters near many police 
and army personnel. 

It was the final bomber, 
however, who caused the 
most casualties, by donning a 
military uniform, pretending 
to be wounded and riding an 
ambulance back to the hospital 
where he blew himself up, 
al-Karkhi said. Many of the 
wounded from the first two 
bombs were killed in the third 
attack. 


Police later safely detonated 
a fourth car bomb about 220 
yards from the hospital in 
Baqouba, which was once 
controlled by al-Qaida in 
Iraq before a series of U.S.- 
Iraqi offensives led to a drop 
in violence. Mahmoud Fadil, 
50, said he was heading to 
the electric company’s office 
when the force of the explosion 
tossed him in the air. 

“I saw others covered with 
blood lying on the ground 
and some crying because of 
wounds caused by shrapnel 
and the huge blast,” he said. 
Insurgents often carry out 
multiple bomb attacks to 
maximize the number of 
casualties as rescuers and 
others rush to the scene to help 
those affected. Authorities 
arrested four men suspected of 
involvement in the bombings 
and clamped a vehicle ban on 
the city, 35 miles northeast of 
Baghdad. 

Wednesday’s bombings were 
the deadliest since Feb. 1, 
when a female suicide bomber 


blew herself up among Shiite 
pilgrims in Baghdad, killing 
54 people. 

The persistent violence has 
dealt a blow to Prime Minister 
Nouri al-Maliki’s efforts to 
portray himself and his party 
as the best chance for stability 
in the wartom country. 

Deputy Interior Minister 
Ayden Khalid told reporters 
later in Baghdad that security 
forces expect further attacks 
but will not allow them to 
interfere with the vote. 

Iraqi authorities have vowed to 
tighten security forthe election, 
including a nationwide vehicle 
ban, airport closures and the 
deployment of hundreds of 
thousands of security forces 
across the country. 

Also Wednesday, a senior 
official in Iraq’s Independent 
High Electoral Commission 
said the results of Sunday’s 
vote won’t be announced 
quickly because of the time 
required to collect votes from 
abroad and to investigate any 
complaints. □

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) — A 
U.S. Baptist missionary detained on 
suspicion of child trafficking in Haiti 
said Wednesday she would be ready 
to return again to the earthquake- 
ravaged country to work with 
children. 

Laura Silsby told The Associated 
Press from her jail cell that she and 
nanny Charisa Coulter expect to be 
released soon, but would both readily 
come back despite their troubles 
here. 

“Oh yes, both of us would come 
back to Haiti because there is so 
much need here, especially for the 
children,” Silsby told an AP reporter 
at the airport-side police station 
where they are being held. 

“We would definitely come back to 
help them once this misunderstanding 
or whatever you want to call it is 
sorted out.” 

Louis Ricardo Chachoute, a lawyer 
for the Americans, said he has asked 
that they be released without bail 


and believes it will happen by the 
end of the week, perhaps as early as 
Thursday. The decision is up to the 
judge in the case. 

“What I can say is our clients are 
innocent,” Chachoute said. “They 
only wanted to help.” 

The Idaho missionaries were detained 
with eight other Americans on Jan. 29 
while trying to take 33 children from 
Haiti without the proper papers. 

Silsby initially said the children were 
orphaned in the Jan. 12 earthquake 
that killed a government-estimated 
230,000 people. But it was found 
the children had been given away by 
still-living parents. 

Judge Bernard Saint-Vil could 
decide on releasing the women at 
any time. He told AP he is awaiting 
a recommendation from prosecutors 
and could order their release even 
if authorities decide to continue 
investigating. 

Silsby and Coulter denied any 
suggestion they were trafficking 
in children, saying that the group 


was arranging an orphanage in the 
Dominican Republic. Three witnesses 
were brought in to corroborate that 
story to Saint-Vil on Tuesday. 

The missionary said she wants to go 


ahead with setting up that orphanage, 
taking in both earthquake victims 
and the children of Haitian migrant 
sugarcane cutters in the Dominican

All television news crews were asked to leave the port late 
Wednesday, and it did not appear that passengers were being 
allowed to leave the ship. 

It was unclear late Wednesday exactly where the incident took 
place. The Greek coast guard said the accident occurred near the 
French Mediterranean port of Marseille as the Cypriot-owned 
Louis Majesty was sailing from Barcelona to the Italian city of 
Genoa with 1,350 passengers and 580 crew members on board. 
But the French newspaper Le Figaro and Spanish news reports said 
the accident happened off Capo de Begur, off the coast of Spain 
about 80 miles northeast of Barcelona. 

Europa Press said the ship had set sail from the southeastern Spanish 
Mediterranean port of Cartagena earlier Wednesday, intending to 
stop in Barcelona but decided to continue on its journey to Genoa 
because of bad weather near Barcelona. 

Cmdr. Bernard Celier of the French maritime authority in the 
southwestern city of Toulon, on the Mediterranean coast, said there 
had been “no signs of the least problem with the Louis Majesty.” 
But he noted there had been winds of over 60 miles per hour in 
the area. 

Louis Cruise Lines spokesman Michael Maratheftis said the ship 
was hit by three “abnormally high” waves up to 26 feet high that 
broke glass windshields in the forward section.

(AP) — President Hugo 
Chavez lashed out at Spain’s 
prime minister Wednesday 
for asking Venezuela 
to respond to a Spanish 
judge’s accusation that his 
government collaborated 
with Basque separatists and 
Colombian rebels. 

Spanish Prime Minister 
Jose Luis Rodriguez 

Zapatero on Monday 
demanded an explanation 
from Venezuela after Judge 
Eloy Velasco announced 
that an investigation turned 
up evidence Chavez’s 
government facilitated 
collaboration between the 
Basque group ETA and 
Colombia’s leftist rebels — 
and the two groups planned 
to assassinate Colombia’s 
president. 

The following day, Spain’s 
foreign minister said that he 
had spoken with Chavez and 
Venezuela’s foreign minister 
and that both denied the 
allegations but promised an 
investigation. 

But on Wednesday Chavez 
warned that diplomatic 
relations between the two 
countries could be hurt 


if Spanish officials insist 
on seeking answers from 
Venezuela. 

“We don’t have anything to 
explain,” Chavez said during 
a televised speech. “Relations 
will depend on the Spanish 
government’s attitude.” 
Chavez denied his socialist 
government maintains ties 
withETAorthe Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia, 
which are classified as 
terrorist organizations by 
the European Union and the 
United States. 

“This is a government that 
does not, and will not, 
support terrorist groups,” 
Chavez said. 

ETA has been waging a 
violent campaign since 
the late 1960s to create 
an independent Basque 
homeland in northern Spain 
and southwesternFrance. The 
FARC has been battling since 
1964 to topple successive 
Colombian governments 
and establish a Marxist-style 
state. 

Velasco indicted six members 
of ETA, most of them exiled 
in Latin America, and seven 
members of the FARC for 
a variety of alleged crimes, 
including plotting to kill 
former Colombian President 
Andres Pastrana and 


Colombia’s current president, 
Alvaro Uribe. 

Velasco said the investigation 
that began in 2008 turned 
up evidence of “Venezuelan 
governmental cooperation” 
in the collaboration between 
the two groups. ETAmembers 
have received training or 
taught in FARC rebel camps, 
and FARC members traveled 
to Spain to try to kill Pastrana 
and Uribe, with help from 
ETA, Velasco wrote. 

Velasco identified suspected 
ETA member Arturo Cubillas 
Fontan as a key figure in links 
between ETA and the FARC. 
The man lives in Venezuela, 
has held a job in the Chavez 
government and may still 
have one, the judge wrote. 
The probe is based largely 
on e-mails that were in a 
computer used by a FARC 
leader named Raul Reyes, 
who died in a Colombian 
military raid on a FARC 
camp in Ecuador in March 
2008. 

Chavez noted one of his 
predecessors as president, 
Carlos Andres Perez, and 
former Spanish Prime 
Minister Felipe Gonzalez 
signed agreements in 1989 
allowing several Basque 
separatists to take up 
residence in Venezuela after 


peace talks between Spain’s 
government and ETA 
representatives broke down. 
“These people came here and 
they became Venezuelans,” 
Chavez said. 

Chavez did not address 
the judge’s allegation that 
Cubillas Fontan has worked 
for his administration. 
Spanish Attorney Daniel 
Portero, who closely follows 
ETA’s activities, told The 
Associated Press that he 
expects Spain’s judiciary to 
run into difficult obstacles 


as it attempts to bring exiled 
members of the Basque 
separatist group to justice. 
“It’s very complicated,” 
Portero said, noting Spain’s 
government doesn’t want to 
spoil warm relations with 
Venezuela’. 

Portero leads a nonprofit 
organization, Dignity and 
Justice, that has been involved 
in roughly 50 criminal cases 
against ETA members. The 
lawyer’s father, a Spanish 
prosecutor, was killed by 
ETA in 2000.□ 
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Review: ‘Alice’ through a 
drearier looking glass

In Tim Burton’s “Alice in 
Wonderland,” Alice has 
grown — not by “drink me” 
potion or “eat me” cake — 
into a 19-year-old girl. 
Working from Linda 
Woolverton’s very 

Hollywood screenplay 
adaptation of Lewis Carroll’s 
classic tale. Burton shifts the 
story from a child Alice to a 
near-adult Alice, viewing her 
journey through a drearier, 
more dangerous looking- 
glass. 

We glimpse the prim, 
Victorian child of Carroll’s 
tale in the film’s opening 
as she’s awakens from 
what sounds like her trip 
to Wonderland. Her father 
tells her that her deranged 
dreams do indeed mean she’s 
bonkers, but he assures, “All 
the best people are.” 

It’s a neat line and it’s at the 
heart of Burton’s 3-D version 
of Carroll’s beloved book, 
which also draws heavily 
from its sequel, “Through 
the Looking-Glass.” It was 
shot in 2-D, but transferred 
to 3-D afterward, and its 
effects are more distracting 
than spectacular. 

One does, though, get a 
bit queasy hearing of such 
classics “updated” as if 
they’re local TV newscasts. 
The film quickly fast 
forwards 13 years and Alice 
(played by the startlingly 
promising Mia Wasikowska, 
who previously impressed 
watchers of HBO’s “In 
Treatment”), is lured back to 
Wonderland by the familiar, 


punctually paranoid rabbit 
(voiced by Michael Sheen). 
She flees a white and pastel- 
colored reality (where she 
is being arranged with great 
orchestration to marry a man 
she disdains) and falls down 
the hole, which sits at the 
base of a tree that could very 
well be the same one from 
Burton’s “Sleepy Hollow.” 
Alice doesn’t remember 
her last trip to Wonderland. 
This time, the plot is similar, 
but slightly different. It’s 
Underland, not Wonderland. 
The tea party is more faded 
and ramshackle. Alice is 
beset by questions that she’s 
“the wrong Alice.” 

This Alice is far from 
Carroll’s. 

Where the Alice of the 
1865 book is confused and 
essentially on a journey of 
self-discovery, Burton’s 
Alice is more sure of herself. 
The exchange with the 
smoking blue caterpillar 
(voiced by Alan Rickman) is 
less “Who-o-o are you-o-o?” 
and more about Alice proving 
herself — to the caterpillar 
and everyone else. 

“This is my dream. I make 
the path,” she says. 

Burton’s “Alice” reflects 
today’s times more than 
Carroll’s era. There’s 
triumph over the “dominion 
over living things” practiced 
by the cruel, bigheaded Red 
Queen (a brilliantly thin- 
skinned Helena Bonham 
Carter), and there’s Alice’s 
girl power. 

By the end, she confidently 
returns to begin, of all 
things, a business endeavor 


in China. 

The take-home lesson of 
Carroll’s tale is something 
quite different. It’s not fuel 
for upright adulthood, but 
“the simple and loving heart 
of her childhood.” 

Burton’s film is not lacking 
whimsy. Much of its design 
is wonderfully imaginative 
— surely the biggest draw of 
the movie. Credit also goes 
to the visual effects of Ken 
Ralston and the costumes 
of Colleen Atwood. There 
are elegant moments — the 
overhead shot of Alice 
shrinking into the billows 
of her dress, or the great, 
big slobbering tongue of 
the beastly Bandersnatch. 
The incredibly tweaky 
March Hare (voiced by Paul 
Whitehouse) is also a joy. 
But Burton has beefed up the 
original story so that it feels 
less personal and more like 
the many action films about 
young, maturing heroes who 
must slay a giant villain. 
Danny Elfman’s score keeps 
the mood dark. 

The Cheshire Cat (voiced 
by Stephen Fry) — whose 
handling is normally 
tantamount — passes 
curiously without energy, 
like a bow made out of 
courtesy. 

And then there’s the Mad 
Hatter, a role so befitting 
Johnny Depp (working with 
Burton for the seventh time) 
that it might seem too obvious 
for him. There is a trace of 
the been-there-done-that to 
Depp’s somewhat rootless 
performance, but wishing for 
him to cut back on playing 
mad clowns would be like 
telling Fred Astaire to quit 
all that dancing.Q

Bomb disposal 
expert: ‘Hurt locker’

SOUTHFIELD, Mich. - Abomb disposal expert who served in the 
Iraq war plans to sue the makers of “The Hurt Locker,” claiming 
the film’s lead character is based on him and that they cheated 
him out of “financial participation in the film,” his attorney said. 
Attorney Geoffrey Fieger said at a news conference Wednesday 
that he plans to file the multimillion-dollar lawsuit in New Jersey 
court on behalf of Master Sgt. Jeffrey Sarver. 

Sarver claims the film’s screenwriter, Mark Boal, was embedded 
in Sarver’s unit and that the information he gathered was used in 
the film, Fieger said in a news release. The film is nominated for 
nine Academy Awards, including best original screenplay. 

Sarver says the main character, Will James, is based on him and 
that James’ call signal, “Blaster One,” was his during his tours 
of duty, Fieger said. Sarver also says he coined the phrase “The 
Hurt Locker.” Fieger said Boal’s embedded reporting led to an 
article in Playboy magazine about Sarver, and that story later was 
adapted by Boal for “The Hurt Locker” screenplay. 

The movie’s U.S. distributor, Summit Entertainment, issued a 
statement saying it hopes “for a quick resolution to the claims 
made by Master Sgt. Sarver.” 

“The film is a story about heroes depicting a fictional account of 
what brave men and women do on the battlefield,” the company 
said. “We have no doubt that Master Sgt. Sarver served his 
country with honor and commitment risking his life for a greater 
good, but we distributed the film based on a fictional screenplay 
written by Mark Boal.” 

It’s been a rough start to the week for “The Hurt Locker.” On 
Monday, the Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences 
penalized one of the film’s producers because of e-mails he sent 
urging academy members to vote for his movie.Q

Gov’t still hearing complaints 
about fixed Toyotas

WASHINGTON - Some Toyota owners say they’re still 
having trouble with unintended acceleration after their recalled 
cars were repaired, and the Transportation Department said 
Wednesday it is looking into their complaints. 

The complaints raise new questions about whether Toyota’s 
remedy will solve the problem. David Strickland, the 
administrator of the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, said in a statement the agency is reaching out 
to consumers about the complaints “to get to the bottom of the 
problem and to make sure Toyota is doing everything possible 
to make its vehicles safe.” 

“If Toyota owners are still experiencing sudden acceleration 
incidents after taking their cars to the dealership, we want to 
know about it,” Strickland said. 

The government has received a limited number of acceleration 
reports from the Toyota owners whose floor mats or gas pedals 
have been fixed. Toyota and the government are investigating 
potential electrical problems as part of the Japanese automaker’s 
recall of more than 8 million vehicles worldwide. 

NHTSA has linked 52 deaths to crashes allegedly caused by 
Toyota’s acceleration problems. The company has blamed 
mechanical causes or drivers pressing the wrong pedal and 
repaired about 1 million vehicles, but has said it is looking into 
electronics as a potential cause. 

Toyota did not immediately comment on the new complaints. 
Stewart Stogel, 49, of Mount Vernon, N.Y., said his 2009 
Camry accelerated to about 15 mph on a street near his home 
on Saturday, five days after a dealership trimmed the gas pedal 
and installed new brake override software as part of the floor 
mat recall. The car didn’t stop for several seconds even though 
he pressed on the brakes. Stogel said he barely avoided going 
down an embankment and hitting a wall. 

“At first the brakes didn’t engage at all,” said Stogel, a freelance 
journalist. “Just as I approached Terrace Avenue, the wheels 
were able to get some traction, and all of the sudden the engine 
did disengage.”□ 


Stocks end mixed as Fed 
points to slow recovery

NEW YORK - Early gains in 
stocks unraveled Wednesday 
on concern that the economy 
will see a slow recovery. 
Stocks ended mixed after 
the Federal Reserve said 
that economic activity has 
improved in nine of its 12 
districts but that the gains are 
“modest.” 

The report dampened the 
enthusiasm that followed 
an upbeat report on services 
industries and more takeover 
news. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell 9 points. For a 
second day, the Dow erased 
its losses for 2010 before 
surrendering its advance by 
the close. The slowdown 
came after three straight days 
of gains. 

The early gains followed more 
indications of a recovery in 
the economy. But the Fed’s 
report in the afternoon raised 
concerns that the rebound 
might continue at a slower 
pace. 

Major stock indexes stand at 
their highest levels since mid- 
January, when the Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index began a 9.2 
percent pullback on concerns 
that the market was getting 
too far ahead of the still- 
struggling economy. 

Stocks got an early boost 
from a report that the services 
industries grew at the fastest 
rate in two years last month. 
Growth in services industries 
is seen as crucial for a rebound. 
The Institute for Supply 
Management’s services index 
for February rose to 53 from 
50.5 in January. Economists 
had forecast that the index 
would hit 51. 

More corporate dealmaking 
also helped boost stocks 
for much of trading, as 


occurred earlier in the week. 
Acquisitions signal that 
businesses are confident in 
the economy and see some 
companies as undervalued. In 
the latest deal, private equity 
firm Elliott Associates offered 
to buy the 91.5 percent of 
software maker Novell Inc. 
that it doesn’t already own. 
Separately, a report on the labor 
market came in as expected. 
Payroll company ADP said 
employers cut 20,000 jobs last 
month. 

The ADP report is seen an early 
indicator of the government’s 
closely watched monthly 
employment report, though 
there are often wide variations. 
The Labor Department is 
expected to report on Friday 
that the unemployment rate 
edged up to 9.8 percent last 
month and that employers cut 
50,000 jobs. The struggling 
labor market is still one of 
the biggest concerns for 
investors. 

Tom Samuels, manager of 
the Palantir Fund in Houston, 
said he isn’t seeing enough of 
an improvement in economic 
numbers to justify confidence 
in the recovery. 

“We’re coasting along from 


one day to the next and from 
one week to the next but we’re 
really not getting any sense that 
things are being structurally 
fixed,” Samuels said. His fund 
bets certain stocks will rise 
while others will fall. 
According to preliminary 
calculations, the Dow fell 9.22, 
or 0.1 percent, to 10,396.76. It 
had risen nearly 64 points. 

The broader Standard & Poor’s 
500 index rose 0.48, or less 
than 0.1 percent, to 1,118.79. 
The Nasdaq composite index 
slipped 0.11, or less than 0.1 
percent, to 2,280.68. 

Bond prices slipped, pushing 
yields higher. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note rose to 3.63 percent from 
3.61 percent late Tuesday. 

The dollar was mixed against 
other major currencies. Gold 
rose. 

Crude oil rose $1.19 to $80.87 
per barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange. 

Recent dealmaking has 
raised hopes that businesses 
will boost spending. Insurer 
American International Group 
agreed to sell its important 
Asian life insurance business 
to Britain’s Prudential for 
$35.5 billion. Q

than once that someone else’s 
private life isn’t any of his 
business.

Garber: No players’ 
deal just to avoid strike 


bargaining agreement expired 
Thursday after the sides twice 
extended the five-year deal, 
which originally was to have 
run out Jan. 31. 

The MLS Players Union failed 
to match league management’s 
no-lockout pledge with a no¬ 
strike offer, leaving the start 
of the season on March 25 in 
doubt. 

“We will not lock them out, 
and we are confident they will 
not go on strike,” Garber told 
The Associated Press at the 
SoccerEx convention. “We 
will not make any decisions 
just to avoid a work stoppage. 
We’ve got to make decisions 
that will ensure the long-term 
financial success of the MLS, 
and I’m sure we will not 
make any decisions to prove 
a point. 

“I don’t think any of our players 
want to go on strike, and we 
are taking their issues very 


seriously. The expectations 
are that the season will start 
on time, and the expectation 
is that will be reach agreement 
with our players.” 

The Philadelphia Union plays 
at Seattle in the MLS opener 
on March 25 and Garber 
acknowledges that talks could 
go on until then. 

“It’s conceivable, but my 
expectation is not to be 
negotiating an agreement an 
hour before kickoff,” Garber 
said. “I would describe these 
as big-league problems. Years 
ago we had nothing to fight 
about, so we didn’t have labor 
issues. 

“Now that the league is 
growing and there is a bit more 
at stake, the players want to see 
improvement in their salaries 
and their working conditions. 
And we need to understand, 
we need to listen and take their 
issues into consideration. 


Armstrong focusing 
on TT in Tour of Murcia

SAN PEDRO DEL PINATAR, Spain (AP) — Lance 
Armstrong is looking to improve his time trial performance 
in the Tour of Murcia as part of his Tour de France 
preparations. 

The American rider said the five-day race along the 
southeastern Mediterranean coast, starting Wednesday, will 
boost his hopes of winning an eighth Tour de France. 
“Considering we haven’t raced since January, it’s important.

“I’ve tried to work on the positioning and on the training 
aspects,” he said. “Last year, I didn’t train very much on the 
time trial bike, which was my mistake.

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Netherlands beats U.S. 2-1 In World Cup warmup

AMSTERDAM - DaMarcus 
Beasley may have boosted his 
World Cup chances. Jonathan 
Bomstein and Robbie Findlay 
did nothing to help theirs. And 
Stuart Holden joined the long

The United States fell flat in 
Europe once again, losing to 
the third-ranked Netherlands 
2-1 Wednesday night in the 
Americans’ last match before 
coach Bob Bradley picks his 
World Cup roster. 

“We had some moments in the 
first half that were OK, but I 
don’t think we put enough 
pressure on them,” said U.S. 
midfielder Landon Donovan, 
who hardly touched the ball. 


“It took us too long in the 
second half before we made 
some real plays.” 

Dirk Kuyt converted a penalty 
kick in the 40th minute after 
Bornstein pulled on Wesley 
Sneijder’s arm in the penalty 
area. Kuyt sent his kick to 
the right of goalkeeper Tim 
Howard, who dived the other 
way. 

“We lost our concentration and 
it was a very bad time to give 
up a penalty,” Bradley said. 
Klaas-Jan Huntelaar made 
it 2-0 in the 73rd minute 
with a shot that deflected off 
Bornstein’s chest and left the 
already committed Howard 
with no chance to stop it. 

U.S. captain Carlos 
Bocanegra scored in the 


88th minute, getting his 12th 
goal in 77 appearances by 
beating goalkeeper Maarten 
Stekelenburg to the top of the 
6-yard box to head in Beasley’s 
3 5-yard free kick. 

“They were all standing 
there, and they looked kind of 
confused, so I tried to take it 
as quickly as I could,” Beasley 
said.

Two-time world champion 
Germany, looking for its 
second Algarve title, pulled 
one back through Inka 
Grings just before halftime 
when she netted from a 
tight angle after beating 
Hope Solo.

started to see his mobility and 
a little bit of his quickness.

None of you guys do either. But I don’t know. 
I don’t know. I’ve been very noncommittal 
about anything as it’s not my business. But as 
it relates to him playing golf, my guess is as a 
golfer he’s going to want to try to play Augusta 
if he’s got his other things in order.” 

Earlier this year, Nicklaus said 2010 would 
be “a big year” for Woods if he wanted to 
get closer to Nicklaus’ record of 18 major 
championships. Three of this year’s majors will 
be on courses where Woods has been dominant 
before, Augusta National, Pebble Beach and 
St. Andrews. 

Of Woods’ 14 majors, half have come on 
those three courses. Woods has never missed a 
Masters or a U.S. Open since 1995. 

Nicklaus is going back to the Masters, a 
tournament he won six times, as an honorary 
starter this year. He agreed to take on the role 
last year, and will join Arnold Palmer for the 
opening shot of the tournament. In time, he 
expects Gary Player to join them. 

The honorary start is something Nicklaus never 
saw as a player, and he spent several minutes 
Wednesday talking about that after finishing 


the round he played with Dan Marino, Drew 
Brees and saxophonist Kenny G. (For what it’s 
worth, Nicklaus said he broke 80, after closing 
birdie-birdie.) 

Then the questions turned to Woods. 

“I didn’t think I was going to have anything 
else,” Nicklaus said. 

Woods was photographed hitting balls at 
Isleworth on Feb. 18. One day later, he ended 
nearly three months of silence by speaking to a 
small group of associates, a statement that got 
worldwide attention. 

“I do plan to return to golf one day, I just don’t 
know when that day will be,” Woods said on 
Feb. 19. “I don’t rule out that it will be this 
year.” 

Nicklaus was asked if Woods’ presence would 
make the Champions Dinner, a pre-Masters 
tradition, different than normal. 

The only man with more major championships 
than Woods didn’t hesitate to answer. 

“No. It’s the Champions Dinner,” Nicklaus 
said. “His personal life is his personal life. As 
a golfer, he’s a sensational golfer. He’s a great 
athlete. He’ll figure out his own problems. But 
as a golfer, he’ll come back and get his game in 
shape and play. That’s what he does.’Q 


Manning recovering from neck surgery

INDIANAPOLIS - Peyton 
Manning has spent 12 seasons 
being a pain in the neck of 
NFL opponents. Now the four¬ 
time league MVP is trying to 
alleviate the pain in his own 
neck. 

The Indianapolis Colts 
announced Wednesday that 
Manning had surgery in 
Chicago to fix a pinched 
nerve, a procedure that is 
not expected to interrupt 
Manning’s offseason workouts 
or his availability for next 
season. 

“This condition has existed 
intermittently for the past 
four years, but at no time did 
it interfere with his training, 
practice or playing regimen,” 
the Colts said. “While it never 
has affected Peyton’s activity 
on or off the field, the Colts’ 
medical staff, after post¬ 
playoff examination, thought 
it best to resolve the situation 
now.” 

The Colts said Manning spent 


Tuesday night in the hospital 
and was released Wednesday. 
“All medical personnel 
involved believe the issue 
has been resolved,” the team 
said. “Peyton fully expects 
to participate in the Colts’ 
offseason program this 
spring.” 

Manning has been a model of 
stability throughout his NFL 
career. 

His streak of 210 consecutive 
starts, including the playoffs, 
is second all-time among NFL 
quarterbacks behind only Brett 
Favre. 

With Manning in charge, the 
Colts have made a league- 
high eight straight playoff 
appearances, reached the 
Super Bowl twice, winning 
it all in 2006, and set an NFL 
record with seven straight 12- 
win seasons. 

Indy also set league records 
for most consecutive wins 
(23) and most wins in a decade 
(115) last season. 

But it is the second time in 
three years Manning has 


needed offseason surgery. 

In July 2008, Manning had 
surgery twice on his left 
knee because of an infected 
bursa sac. The injury caused 
Manning to miss all of training 
camp. He later acknowledged 
losing 10 pounds during 
his recuperation and that he 
struggled with his balance 
and stepping into throws until 
midseason that year. 
Manning’s contract expires 
after the 2010 season and 
Colts owner Jim Irsay wants 
to extend the deal, calling 
it his top offseason priority. 
Irsay has said he is prepared 
to make Manning the highest- 
paid quarterback in the 
league, but negotiations are 
not expected to kick into high 
gear until after the free-agent 
market opens Friday. 

Manning won his record 
fourth MVP in 2009 but his 
late interception, returned 
for a touchdown by Saints’ 
cornerback Tracy Porter, 
sealed the Colts’ Super Bowl 
loss last month. □

Recognizing behavior signals 
of child sexual abuse 



OR AN JES TAD — How 
can anyone recognize 
signals of behavior that are 
indicative that a child is or 
has been sexually molested. 
It is a question many have, 
particularly with growing 
awareness in Aruba of sexual 
abuse against children. For 
the ‘Let’s Talk’ Foundation, 
it is clear that many children 
or youngsters who display 
difficult behavior are also 
dealing with psychological 
problems that could include 
sexual molestation or abuse. 
The foundation is drawing 
that conclusion based 
the talks conducted with 
children during the bootcamp 
sessions, organized in the 
past to address problems 
that some youths here are 
facing and creating. Some 
of the statements of the 
children led the foundation 
to establish that it is crucial 
to start paying more attention 
to this serious issue and 
therefore is organizing a 
workshop this weekend, to 
provide participants ample 


information and tips on how 
to recognize the behavior 
signals that could be 
indicative of sexual abuse. 
Another obj ective is to permit 
participants learn what to do 
when there is a suspicion 
of sexual abuse committed 
to a child, and how to 
approach a family with this. 
In Aruba, most families do 
not report sexual abuse of 
their children and prefer to 
keep the issue hidden, as 
they are afraid of the child 
being stigmatized. Lately, a 
mother and a teacher made 
news when they publicly 
denounced cases. The 
mother is currently collecting 
signatures in order to urge 
the government to introduce 
mandatory sentences in child 
sexual abuse cases. Experts 
agree that by not treating a 
child who is or was once a 
victim of sexual abuse, he or 
she may grow up with major 
psychological and/or even 
mental problems. Therefore, 
the workshop will also 
address the role of mental 



health care plays in the 
diagnostic and therapy for 
sexually abused children, as 
well as for the perpetrators. 
Teachers and parents will 
leam during the sessions 
what legal steps they can 
take when they suspect a 
case of child sexual abuse 
and what are the methods of 
intervention. 

Head of the Youth and 
Morals unit of the Aruba 
Police Eric Lake, who has 
over 20 years of experience 
dealing with child sexual 
abuse cases in Aruba will 
be one of the facilitators. 
Child Psychiatrist Dr. Rita 
Enahoro-Zecher, M.D, 
who has over 10 years of 
experience dealing with cases 
like this, will elaborate on the 
importance of mental care, 
while Psycho therapist Jeffrey 


di Carlo, PhD will elaborate 
on his field of expertise, 
which is psychological 
assessments, during which 
colors are used to objectively 
test and diagnose emotional, 
physiological and personal 
disturbances.Arepresentative 
of Buro SOSTENEMI will 
be the last facilitator. The 
public organization provides 
counseling to victims of 
abuse and assists victims 
during their course of 


harmonization. 

The workshop will take place 
in Cas di Cultura, on Friday 
March 5 th and Saturday March 
6th. Registration opens at 
6 p.m at the Cas di Cultura 
and the fee is 85 florins per 
person, which includes meals 
and beverages for both days.

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BIS laws in Dutch Parliament Thursday 



THE HAGUE-The handling 
of the first package of laws for 
the BES islands Bonaire, St. 
Eustatius and Saba in the Dutch 
Parliament’s Second Chamber 
will go ahead on Thursday 
as planned, Parliament’s 
Permanent Committee for 
Antillean and Aruban Affairs 
NAAZ decided on Tuesday. 

A majority of the parties 
present at Tuesday’s meeting 
gave the go-ahead, overruling 
the small minority that 
opposed the handling of the 
seven BES laws on Thursday. 
The objections by the Party for 
Freedom PVV and Socialist 
Party (SP) were put aside, and 
NAAZ Chairman Willibrord 
van Beek decided to follow 
the wishes of the majority that 
wanted to go ahead with the 
handling. 

No definite decision was 
made Tuesday as to whether 
to handle the Kingdom 
Consensus laws next. Three 
parties SP, PVV and the liberal 
democratic VVD declared 
the Kingdom Consensus laws 
“controversial” and objected 


to the handling of these laws in 
the near future. 

Van Beek decided to leave the 
choice of whether to handle 
the Kingdom Consensus laws 
or declare them controversial 
up to the Second Chamber. 
Van Beek said he would send a 
report containing the positions 
of the parties to Second 
Chamber Chairwoman Gerdi 
Verbeet, so Parliament could 
decide on the fate of these 
laws in a plenary session next 
week. 

The discussion Tuesday 
centred on how to interpret 
the definition of a “substantial 
small minority,” and the 
tradition of the Dutch 
Parliament to respect the 
wishes of that small minority 
when it wanted law proposals 
declared controversial. 

SP Member of Parliament 
(MP) Ronald van Raak referred 
to that tradition as “unwritten 
constitutional law,” and asked 
his fellow committee members 
to give their views on this 
tradition. Colleague Hero 
Brinkman (PVV) asked the 


Committee members to give 
the wishes of the substantial 
minority fair consideration. 
Van Raak said it was a “matter 
of respect” for the minority, 
and especially for the new 
Parliament, and that he would 
surely object to voting on the 
BES law package Thursday. 
The call by SP and PVV to 
hold off on the laws fell on 
deaf ears. The parties had 
hoped to get support from 
MP Johan Remkes (VVD) on 
this issue. But Remkes too 
agreed with the majority to 
handle the BES laws. He said 
that if Dutch State Secretary 
of Kingdom Relations Ank 
Bijleveld-Schouten managed 
to get the law proposal to 
amend the Dutch Constitution 
- needed to establish the new 
status of the BES islands as 
public entities - to Parliament 
in time, he had no objections 
in principle to handling the 
first package of BES laws. 

The other parties on Tuesday 
shared the same view on the 
BES laws: to proceed with the 
handling. Representatives of 
the Christian Democratic Party 
CDA, Labour Party PvdA, 
Christian Union (CU) and the 
green left party GroenLinks all 
said that the BES law proposals 
had been amply discussed by 
NAAZ, and as such, they were 
ready for plenary handling. 
“We have been talking 
constitutional reform for 
several years. It is of great 
importance that the process 
continues. We have to shoulder 
our responsibility. We should

not use the cabinet’s crisis to 
stagnate the process. It would 
be a good signal from our side 
if we continued with this post 
haste,” said MP Ineke van Gent 
of GroenLinks. 

Van Raak (SP) said continuing 
with the BES legislation was 
like “keeping the front of the 
car stationary while the back of 
the car continued driving.” He 
said that delaying the handling 
of the BES laws “wouldn’t 
speed up the process by a 
second.” Brinkman (PVV) 
agreed: “Why the haste? 10- 
10-10 is past tense.” 

Brinkman also made use of 
the opportunity to remind his 
colleagues that elections were 
coming on June 9, and warned 
that if Parliament approved 
the BES laws, the Dutch voter 
would punish them in the 
elections for “pushing through” 
this legislation. 

During a plenary session 
earlier Tuesday, Brinkman, 
supported by Van Raak, tried 
to have the BES laws removed 
from Thursday’s agenda. 
He argued that the plenary 
handling had been scheduled 
ahead of a decision to be 
made by NAAZ. However, a 
majority in Parliament rejected 
his request. 

CDA, PvdA, CU and 
GroenLinks made a case during 
Tuesday’s NAAZ meeting to 
proceed with the Kingdom 
Consensus laws. Together, the 
parties represent 87 seats in 
Parliament. SP, PVV and VVD, 
good for 56 seats, wanted the 


laws declared controversial. 
Chairman Van Beek said this 
meant there was a majority to 
continue the process. 

Remkes (VVD) said chances 
were “very slim” that all 
Kingdom Consensus laws, 
including the law proposal 
to amend the Charter, could 
be handled before the June 
9 elections, and that not all 
laws were even at the Second 
Chamber yet. He remarked that 
the Second Chamber had never 
committed to the target date of 
October 10, 2010, to dismantle 
the Country the Netherlands 
Antilles. Brinkman wondered 
what the rush was, when not all 
laws could be handled by the 
current Parliament anyway. 

MP Bas Jan van Bochove 
(CDA) said Parliament should 
continue with the laws that 
were ready, even if it meant 
handling some laws before 
and some after the elections. 
“We say an agreement is 
an agreement. We have to 
guarantee the continuity and 
complete the trajectory,” said 
MP John Leerdam (PvdA). 
“We don’t see why this should 
be declared controversial,” said 
MP Cynthia Ortega-Martijn 
(CU). ' 

The NAAZ Committee agreed 
to definitely cancel its visit 
to Curasao and St. Maarten 
early next week to meet with 
the Island Councils. CDA, 
PvdA and CU were in favour 
of going, but put aside their 
wishes to accommodate the 
other parties.Q

All eyes on far-right Geert Wilders as Dutch go to the polls 


Anti-Muslim populist hopes to establish Freedom party at local government level for first time as 
general election looms

The Dutch went to the polls 
on Wednesday to elect local 
authorities in a ballot seen as 
a gauge of the national mood 
and the strength of the far right, 
10 days after the government 
collapsed and three months 
before national elections. 

With almost 400 local 
authorities being elected, 
the focus was on only two, 
the votes in the capital The 
Hague and the central town 
of Almere, because of the 
campaign by the anti-Muslim 
populist Geert Wilders to 
establish his Freedom party in 
local government for the first 
time. 

Wilders, who likens the Qur’an 
to Hitler’s Mein Kampf and 
wants Muslim immigrants 
deported, is bidding fair to win 
the general election in June, 
with the latest opinion polls 
giving him 27 of the 150 seats 
in The Netherlands’ highly 
fragmented political scene. 
The maverick rightwinger is 
expected at the House of Lords 
on Friday on an invitation 
from the UK Independence 
Party for a screening of his 
incendiary anti-Islamic film, 
Fitna, after the Home Office 
barred him from entering 
Britain last year, a ban that 
was rescinded. 

Today the town halls in The 
Hague and Almere were under 
heavy security because of the 
tension fanned by the Freedom 
party campaign. In both towns 
and elsewhere scores of men 
and women turned up to vote 
wearing headscarves, in an 
ironic protest against Wilders’s 
demand for a tax on Muslim 
headgear and for the wearing 
of headscarves to be banned in 


all public buildings. 

His Freedom party is running 
for only two local authorities 
because of a lack of resources 
and candidates. 

While local elections in 
Holland are usually a subdued 
affair focused on issues such 
as cycle paths and rubbish 
collection, today’s poll was 
dominated by immigration 
and Afghanistan. 

The coalition government of 
Christian and social democrats 
fell 10 days ago because the 
Labour party, led by Wouter 
Bos, the finance minister, 
refused to extend the presence 
of 2,000 Dutch troops in 
Afghanistan who are to be 
withdrawn from August. It 
was the first Nato government 
to fall because of the war and 
the collapse looks likely to 
end the career of Jan Peter 
Balkenende, the Christian 
Democrat prime minister in 
office for eight years. The 
Afghan pullout is popular and 
Labour has risen in the polls as 
a result. But Wilders appears 
to be the biggest beneficiary 
of the political disarray. 

Voter turnout in The Hague 
and Almere was several 
points up on four years ago, 
suggesting the Freedom party 
could do well. In Almere, a 
new town in central Holland 
with a population of nearly 
200,000 and hardly any 
immigrants, Wilders’s party 
was being tipped to win. In 
The Hague the contest was 
more even, with Labour and 
liberals also expected to do 
well. In European elections 
last summer the Freedom

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BIOGRAPHY 

Early years 

Born in Tuskegee, Alabama, Richie grew up on the campus of 
Tuskegee Institute. His grandfather’s house was across the street 
from the home of the president of the Institute. His family moved 
to Illinois where he graduated from Joliet Township High School, 
East Campus, in Joliet. A star tennis player in Joliet, he accepted 
a tennis scholarship back at Tuskegee Institute and later graduated 
with a maj or in economics. After receiving his undergraduate degree 
from Tuskegee, Richie briefly attended graduate school at Auburn 
University. Lionel is a member of Alpha Phi Alpha Fraternity. 

The Commodores 

Back as a student in Tuskegee, he formed a succession of R&B 
groups in the mid-1960s. In 1968 he became the lead singer and 
saxophonist with the Commodores. They signed a recording contract 
with Atlantic Records in 1968 for one record before moving on to 
Motown Records, being schooled as a support act to the Jackson 
Five. The Commodores became established as a popular soul 
group. Their first several albums had a danceable, funky sound 
with such tracks as “Machine Gun” and “Brick House”. Over time, 
Richie wrote and sang more romantic, easy-listening ballads such 
as “Easy”, “Three Times a Lady” and “Still” and the tragic break¬ 
up ballad, “Sail On.” 

By the late 1970s he had begun to accept songwriting commissions 
from other artists. He composed “Lady” for Kenny Rogers, which 
hit #1 in 1980, and he produced Rogers’ Share Your Love album 
the following year. Richie and Rogers have maintained a strong 
friendship in later years. Also in 1981, Richie sang a duet with 
Diana Ross in the theme song for the film Endless Love. Issued as 
a single, the song topped the UK and U.S. pop music charts, and 
it became one of Motown’s biggest hits. Its success encouraged 
Richie to branch out into a full-fledged solo career in 1982. He 
was replaced by Skyler Jett, who became the lead singer for The 
Commodores in 1983. 

His debut album, Lionel Richie, produced another chart-topping 
single, “Truly”, which continued the style of his ballads with the 
Commodores. 

Solo career 

He released his self-titled debut in 1982, which contained three hit 
singles: the huge U.S. #1 song “Truly” that launched his career as 
one of the most successful balladeers of the 1980s. Other U.S. Top 
Five hits “You Are” and “My Love”. The album hit #3 on the music 
charts and sold over 4 million copies. His 1983 follow up album, 
Can’t Slow Down, sold over twice as many copies and won two 
Grammy Awards including Album Of The Year - propelling him 
into the first rank of international superstars. The album spawned 
the #1 hit “All Night Long”, a Caribbean-flavored dance number 
that was promoted by a colorful music video produced by former 
Monkee, Michael Nesmith. 

Several more Top 10 hits followed, the most successful of which 
was the ballad “Hello” (1984), a sentimental lod “Se La” (U.S. 
#20), The latter is Richie’s most recent U.S. Pop Top Twenty hit. 
The title selection, which revived the lively dance sound of “All 
Night Long (All Night)”, was accompanied by another striking 
video, a feature that played an increasingly important role in 
Richie’s solo career. In 1985, Richie collaborated with Michael 
Jackson and Stevie Wonder on the USA For Africa “We are the 
World” project.[1] By 1987, Richie was exhausted from his work 
schedule and after a controversial year laid low taking care for his 
father in Alabama. His father, Lionel Sr., died in 1990. He made his 
return to recording and performing following the release of his first 
greatest-hits collection, Back to Front, in 1992. 

Since then, his ever-more relaxed schedule has kept his recording 
and live work to a minimum. He broke the silence in 1996 with 
Louder Than Words, on which he resisted any change of style or 
the musical fashion-hopping of the past decade. Instead, he stayed 
with his chosen path of well-crafted soul music, which in the 
intervening years has become known as Contemporary R&B. 

His albums in the 1990s such as Louder Than Words and Time all 
failed to achieve the previous decade’s commercial success. Some 
of his recent work such as the album Renaissance has returned 
to his older style, achieving success in Europe, but only modest 
notice in the United States. Since 2004, he has produced a total of 
six Top 40 singles in the UK. On February 1st, 2010 Lionel made 
a remix of the We Are The World in which Justin Bieber sings his 
original part in the song.Q

Richardson, Labega rip Ferron for regatta contribution remarks 


PHILIPS BURG--Tourism 
Commissioner Frans 

Richardson and St. Maarten 
Tourism Bureau Head Regina 
Labega ripped into Heineken 
Regatta Steering Committee 
Chairman Robbie Ferron 
for his comments regarding 
Government’s contribution to 
the regatta on Tuesday. 

Both Richardson and Labega 
lamented that Ferron would 
insult the people of St. Maarten, 
as well as the civil servants 
who worked annually to 
prepare all documentation and 
contributions from the Island 
Government to the regatta 
organisers. 

They pointed out that Ferron 
gave the impression that 
Government was reducing 
its annual contribution to the 
regatta and related activities. 
On the contrary, they explained, 
Government’s contribution 
had actually increased to NAf. 
236,842 or US $131,578 for 
2010. Furthermore, Government 
approved NAf. 189,000 for the 
regatta and agreed to release 
NAf. 162,000. 

The balance would be paid to 
regatta organisers pending the 
outcome of the 2010 Financial 
Statements of St. Maarten 
Yacht Club (Heineken Regatta 
organiser), due by the end 
of June 2010. Robbie Ferron 
agreed to this proposal during 
a meeting between Heineken 
Regatta and St. Maarten Tourist 
Bureau on February 16. 

The Commissioner said 
that, even though the Island 
Government had contributed 
more than a million guilders 
over the last five years to the 
regatta, Ferron “had the gall” 
to question Government’s 
commitment to the regatta. “On 
top of that, we basically had 
to beg the regatta organisers 
to bring the regatta back to 
Philipsburg so all of our people 
and businesses can benefit. 
They didn’t want to do it; we 
absorbed that cost as well,” he 
said. He continued: “We are 
spending much more money 
than we normally do. With 


the financial regulations that 
Government has to abide by, a 
partner like the regatta should be 
more understanding. I also gave 
instructions not to close that 
budget, as additional cost could 
be incurred, and Government 
might have to assist.” 
Richardson said his obligation, 
and that of the Tourist Bureau, 
was to market St. Maarten 365 
days a year, “not just the four 
days of the Heineken Regatta. 
It is sad that one individual only 
thinks of himself and the event, 
but the people of St. Maarten 
expect their government to 
work for all of St. Maarten,” he 
said. 

In that context, he mentioned 
that Carnival, the island’s 
premier cultural event, was 
two weeks long and currently 
received less than the regatta. 
“So what are we supposed to 
tell the organisers of Carnival? 
It would actually be nice to see 
regatta and carnival organisers 
come together to organise those 
events together, for all people. 
Government is in a position 
where it has to help everyone. 
But this criticism from Ferron 
was unfounded, because we’ve 
gone above and beyond for 
them,” he said.

Richardson went on to mention 
that Government was hosting 
media from every market to 
cover the event, a filming crew 
and more. “But considering 
Ferron’s statements, I believe 
we will be looking more closely 
at this structure,” he said. 
Labega echoed most of the 
Commissioner’s statements, 
but specifically took issue with 


Ferron’s statement that no one 
in the civil service understood 
the marine industry. This 
statement, she said, did not 
surprise her. “I will state again, 
there is no one in the Sector 
Economy and Tourism that fits 
his demographic profile,” she 
said. 

“Currently, Lisa Noel of 
the Product Development 


Division, holding a Master’s 
Degree in Tourism, sits on his 
committee, however, she still 
does not know anything, or 
cannot learn anything about the 
marine industry. Think about it, 
if after 30 years there is still a 
lack of understanding of the St.

Budget woes 

The problems regarding this year’s budget have reached a 
stage where decisive action no longer can be postponed. 
The Committee for Financial Supervision CFT has decided 
to notify the Kingdom Government that St. Maarten has no 
2010 budget and to advise it to issue a decree instructing 
the Executive Council to have an approved budget that 
complies with all the norms and regulations by the third 
week of March. 

Not only that, but the CFT wants Finance Commissioner 
Xavier Blackman (NA) to revisit the draft he submitted and 
present a “new,” balanced budget. This budget should not 
take into account the transfer of Central Government tasks 
to the Island Territory that is to become an autonomous 
country in the Dutch Kingdom - as Blackman had insisted 
on - because there is no firm agreement on the financing 
thereof and the budget can always be amended later. 

If the Kingdom Council of Ministers follows the advice to 
set a deadline, as can be expected, it should not be taken 
lightly. Also in light of the need for continued cooperation 
from the Dutch Government regarding the constitutional 
changes and accompanying debt relief, every effort must 
now be made to comply with the CFT demands. 

That will take some doing, no doubt, but well into the

third month of the year there is simply no more room for 
delay or excuses. If St. Maarten cannot come up with a 
budget considered appropriate, one can be imposed and 
then probably would include financial measures already 
mentioned by the CFT, such as eliminating cost-of-living 
adjustments for the public sector and on subsidies to third 
parties, increasing the turnover tax, a gasoline excise tax 
hike, an excise tax on alcohol and tobacco products, or a 
casino tax. 

Some have argued that these measures, some of which might 
have a negative economic impact, actually should not be 
necessary to balance the budget if the Island Territory does 
not take on too many extra financial obligations to prepare 
for its future status. As the CFT does not want the transfer 
of tasks to be part of the budget, it ought to be possible in 
any case to bring down the projected deficit considerably 
by focussing only on the current earnings and expenditures 
of the Island Territory. 

After all, the public has always been told that St. Maarten 
is perfectly able to stand on its own feet, as it generates 
enough income. If there was no deficit in last year’s 
budget approved by the same CFT, and if the dismantling 
of the Netherlands Antilles is taken out of the equation as 
instructed, presenting a balanced budget should not be all 
that difficult, even though time is fast running out.Q

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Chavez no dart explicacidn a Espana por ETA y FARC 



CARACAS (Reuters) - El 
presidente venezolano, Hugo 
Chavez, dijo el miercoles que 
no tiene que dar explicaciones 
a Espana, ni a nadie, ante las 
acusaciones sobre supuestos 
nexos de su Gobiemo con el 
grupo separatista vasco ETA 
y las guerrillas colombianas 
FARC.

Rodriguez Zapatero solicito

cargos colombianos de visita 
en Espana, como el presidente 
Alvaro Uribe. 

Velasco pidio el arresto de 
13 personas vinculadas a las 
FARC y ETA, incluyendo un 
ciudadano de origen espanol 
que trabaja para el Gobierno 
venezolano, basandose en 
informacion obtenida en el 
computador de Reyes, quien 
fue numero dos de las FARC 
hasta su muerte en el 2008.

Fuertes replicas 
remecen centra 


y sur de Chile 

SANTIAGO (Reuters) - Dos fuertes replicas de magnitud 5,9 
y 6,0 remecieron el miercoles con diferencia de segundos a la 
zona centro sur de Chile, la mas golpeada por uno de los peores 
terremotos de la historia y tsunamis cuatro dias antes. 

El Servicio Geologico de Estados Unidos (USGS por su 
sigla en ingles) reporto los movimientos teluricos a las 17.44 
GMT, el primero con epicentro en la region del Bio Bio a una 
profundidad de 35 kilometros y el segundo en la region del 
Maule a una profundidad de 33 kilometros. El informe inicial 
del USGS senalo una magnitud de 6,3 para la primera replica. 
“La gente en las carpas de Dichato lo sintio fuerte, fuerte”, 
dijo un testigo de Reuters desde esa ciudad costera vecina a 
Concepcion, el segundo mayor centro urbano de Chile cercano 
al epicentro del sismo del sabado que dejo al menos 800 muertos. 
La Oficina Nacional de Emergencia de Chile (ONEMI) descarto 
minutos despues una alerta de tsunami para la zona, aunque el 
testigo de Reuters conto que las personas en el lugar huyeron 
hacia las montanas y que la policia y los militares no permitian 
que vuelvan a bajar a la costa.□

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lefe de armada chilena reconoce error en no alertar por tsunami 


Hasta ahora los muertos son 799, y cantidad di victimas no cuantificadas 


SANTIAGO DE CHILE 
(AP) - La armada reconocio 
que su servicio oceanografico 
no alerto claramente a la 
presidenta Michelle Bachelet 
de la inminencia del tsunami 
posterior al terremoto del 
sabado que abatio poblados 
y puertos chilenos dejando 
hasta ahora 799 muertos y una 
cantidad de victimas aun no 
totalmente cuantificadas. 

El jefe de la armada, almirante 
Edmundo Gonzalez, en 
declaraciones a la television 
estatal el martes en la noche, 
dijo que “la Presidenta llamo 
para ver si se mantenia la 
alerta. Nosotros fuimos poco 
claros en la informacion que 
le entregamos”, reconocio el 
almirante Gonzalez. 

La armada solo informo cuatro 
horas despues de ocurrido el 
terremoto que pudiera haberse 
registradounposteriortsunami, 
cuyas olas se abalanzaron 
sobre numerosas poblaciones 
costeras a partir de media hora 
despues del devastador sismo, 
a las 03:34 hora local (06:34 
gmt) del sabado 27 de febrero. 
La informacion erronea 
entregada por el Servicio 
Hidrografico y Oceanografico 
(Shoa) de la armada a la 
presidenta la llevo a suponer 
que el tsunami habia sido 
descartado. 

Sin embargo, a esa misma 
hora ya se habia producido 
la llegada de olas gigantes en 
diversos puntos del oceano 
Pacifico, afectando a zonas 
costeras de dos regiones al sur 
de esta capital. 

“La presidenta llamo al 
Shoa como a las 05.15 para 
ver si mantenia la alerta 
que habiamos dado hace 
aproximadamente una hora 
y diez minutos atras. Fuimos 
poco claros en la informacion 
que le entregamos, no fuimos 
lo suficientemente precisos 
para decir a la Presidenta (que) 
se mantiene o se cancela (la 
alerta). 

Hubo titubeo por parte 
nuestra”, agrego Gonzalez 
en sus declaraciones a la 
television estatal. 

La Oficina Nacional de 
Emergencia (Onemi) informo 
en la manana del miercoles 
que hasta ahora 799 personas 
murieron. El domingo, el 
ministro de Defensa, Francisco 
Vidal, ya habia anticipado el 



error al informar despues de 
una reunion de emergencia de 
Bachelet con sus ministros, al 
decir “la verdad, aunque duela: 
lo que se dio en la costa es un 
maremoto aqui” o en cualquier 
parte. 

El almirante Gonzalez insistio 
en la entrevista televisiva 
que el Shoa habia alertado 
del tsunami a la (Onemi) del 
gobiemo. Dijo que por lo tanto, 
admite “una responsabilidad 
compartida” por las muertes 
que causo el tsunami. 

TSUNAMI 

El tsunami arraso numerosas 
localidades costeras y cientos 
de personas se encuentran 
desaparecidas. Durante todos 
estos dias, los familiares 


hacen llamados por las radios 
y la television en busca de sus 
familiares desaparecidos. 

El gobierno ha evitado criticar 
a la armada y ha senalado que 
no es el momento de buscar 
responsables por los posibles 
actos de negligencia, segun 
dijo el ministro del Interior, 
Edmundo Perez Yoma. 

El presidente electo Sebastian 
Pinera, quien asume el 11 
de marzo, deslizo una nueva 
critica al gobierno saliente 
al expresar que por la gran 
magnitud del sismo 8,8 “habia 
un grave peligro de tsunami. Lo 
que un gobiemo debe hacer es 
anticiparse a los problemas”. 

El jefe del estado mayor de la 
defensa nacional, general de 
ejercito Cristian Le Dantec, 


evito criticar abiertamente 
a la armada, pero reconocio 
a la prensa que la alarma 
era por una marejada fuerte, 
que el gobierno transmitio. 
“Efectivamente, nunca dijeron: 
ahi viene un maremoto”, 
aclaro. 

El jefe de la fuerza aerea, 
general Ricardo Ortega, 
tambien deslizo una critica 
a las autoridades al sostener 
que dos horas despues del 
terremoto tenian dispuesto 
aviones para trasladar ayuda, 
pero no recibio la orden de las 
autoridades civiles. 

Opositores al gobiemo lo 
han criticado por no decretar 
inmediatamente el sabado 
el estado de catastrofe y la 
designation de jefes militares a 



cargo de la seguridad publica, 
lo que segun ellos, habria 
evitado el pillaje desatado ese 
dia en Concepcion, la segunda 
ciudad de Chile mas cerca del 
epicentro del terremoto. 

El gobiemo decreto el estado 
de catastrofe el domingo y los 
jefes militares han ordenado 
amplios toques de queda, 
que en Concepcion, 500 
kilometros al sur de la capital, 
se extendio el martes desde las 
18:00 horas hasta el mediodia 
del miercoles. 

En Concepcion, la autoridad 
militar informo que 35 personas 
fueron detenidas la noche del 
martes y la madmgada de 
este miercoles por infringir 
el toque de queda, informo la 
radio Cooperativa. 

En tanto, el gobiemo comenzo 
a recibir la ayuda intemacional 
solicitada, como hospitales de 
campana, equipospurificadores 
de agua, telefonos satelitales 
que le fueron entregados por los 
presidentes brasileno, pemano 
y boliviano y la secretaria de 
estado estadounidense en un 
breve pso por el aeropuerto de 
Santiago.
